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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim(s) 12, 14, 16 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one 
of the four statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent 
Federal Circuit decisions 2 indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must 
(1) be tied to another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) 
transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or 
thing. While the instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, the 
claim(s) neither transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to another 
statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not 
qualify as a statutory process. 

Claims 1-10, 13 and 17-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

A "computer readable program or a recording medium" not claimed as 
"embodied in and executed by a computer-readable medium" is descriptive 
material per se and is not statutory because it is not capable of causing functional

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change in the computer. Such claimed data structures do not define any structural and 
functional interrelationships with the other claimed aspects of the invention, which 
permit the data structure's functionality to be realized. In contrast, a claimed " 
computer readable medium encoded with a computer program when executed 
comprising" defines structural and functional interrelationships between the data 
structure and the computer software and hardware components which permit the 
functionality to be realized, and is thus statutory. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claim is directed to a 
recording medium storing nonfunctional descriptive material. 

Data structures not claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are neither physical 
"things" nor statutory processes. See, e.g. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d 
at 1760 (claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory) and merely claiming 
nonfunctional descriptive material stored in a computer-readable medium does not 
make it statutory. See MPEP 2106.IV.B. 

Claim 11 and 15 are allowed.
